Exports of manufactures in the fiscal year which 
ends to-day will be the largest in the history of cur 
foreign commerce. <A statement just issued by the 
Department of Commerce and Labor through its Bu- 
reau of Statistics shows that the total exports of man- 
ufactures for the eleven months ending with May, 
1904, were $410,536,478, and as this sum is 17 million 
dollars in excess of the eleven months’ figures for the 
year 1900, when manufactures made their high-water 
mark in exportations, it seems perfectly safe to esti- 
mate that the total for the full year will be the largest 
in the history of our foreign commerce. 

Comparing the exportations of manufactures for the 
eleven months for which figures are now available with 
those of the corresponding months of earlier years, it 
may be said that the total exports of manufactures in 
the eleven months ending with May, 1904, are practi- 
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cally twice as great as those for the corresponding 
months of 1896, two and a half times as great as in 
1892, practically three times as great as in 1890, and 
more than threé times as great as in 1888.

Heat is a form of molecular motion and is pre- 
duced in various ways such as friction. An easy way 
to secure heat is to liberate the stored heat of the car- 
boniterous age when coarse vegetation cumbered the 
earth and the dinosaur, perodactyl and ichthosauraus 
cumbered the earth with their forms. 
up in the bowels of the earth is an amorphous carbon. 

Carbon occurs in three forms, crystalline, semi-crys- 
talline and amorphous. 

The diamond is a good example of crystalline car- 
bon and graphite of semi-crystalline. Coal unlike its 
chemical sisters comes in irregularly shaped mole- 
cules. 

Coal, the form of carbon whose properties are of 
practical interest to all stove dealers is roughly classed 
as hard coal and soft coal. In spite of the difference in 
appearance, in brittleness, in amount of smoke given off 
per ton of fuel; in character of stove or furnace re- 
quired for successfully burning same, there is after all 
but one difference in the chemical composition of 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., anthracite and Morris, IIl., slack 
and that is in the percentage of hydro-carbon gas in 
each. Soft coal contains a very heavy percentage of this 
volatile gas, which is nothing more or less than hydro- 
gen gas impregnated with carbon. This gas closely 
resembles the illuminating gas furnished by the aver- 
age gas company.

Prices of the principal articles of domestic con- 
sumption or for use in domestic manufacture show a 
decline in May, 1904, as compared with May, 1903, 
except those of farm production and a few of foreign 
production imported for use in manufacturing. The 
Department of Commerce and Labor presents through 
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its Bureau of Statistics each month a series of price 
quotations on some seventy-five leading articles and 
grades of articles. 

A comparison of the prices named in these tables 
for the last week of May, 1904, with the first week 
of May, 1903, shows an advance in prices of wheat, 
corn, oats, cotton, wool, native steers, cows, and cer- 
tain grades of hides; also in coffee, india rubber, pe- 
troleum, both crude and refined; sugar, both raw and 
refined; lead, and silver. The above named afe all 
the articles which schow an advance. 

The articles which show no change are jute, and 
steel rails. 

Articles which show a decline are family beef, mess 
pork, lard, tallow, oleo stearin, rice, tea, pig iron, 
both Bessemer and southern foundry, iron bars, steel 
bars, steel billets, tin plates, coke, raw silk, mohair, 
manila hemp, sisal hemp, hides of certain grades, 
leather of all grades, copper, tin, and spelter. 

Practically all the farm products in their natural 
state show an advance, including cattle, though beef, 
pork, and lard show a decline. 


T. ScuMip, a Roseland, Ill., druggist, delivered a 
very able address on “Drugs, Doses and Antidotes” 
before a recent meeting of the Retail Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation of Illinois, from which we make the following 
excerpts: 


The druggist of to-day has to resort to energetic adver- 
tising methods to be progressive. The old system of sitting 
behind your prescription counter waiting for business is past. 
The modern merchant who never advertises escapes a lot of 
trouble, he gets rid of the trouble of preparing advertisements, 
and of course, has no worry about changing them and keeping 
them fresh and up-to-date. He can truthfully say that it is 
no trouble to show goods for he is seldom asked to show 
any. but his. greatest saving of trouble is in not having to sell 
goods to the people who stay away, but who would come to 
his store if he advertised. He never has the trouble of pay- 
ing a large staff of assistants. Finally, he never has the trou- 
ble of enlarging his store and it is very little trouble to count 
his money. The man who is after business cannot afford to 
escape this trouble. Why do you advertise? Because you 
want to keep your name before the public, because you feel 
that you must show your goods, because you want to make 
an impression upon the reader. 

How to advertise and what is a question I telieve that 
every business man must solve himself. Newspaper advertis- 
ing may be good in smailer towns, while in large cities the 
ordinary dealer could not afford to pay the price, and would 
find dodgers, booklets and novelties a better medium. Care 
should also be taken in wording advertisements, not to make 
the intent misleading, as in the following, which was dis- 
played in a Chicago meat market: ‘Pickled pigs’ feet, our own 
put up.” 

The following pill advertisement clipped from a foreign 
journal should certainly produce results: “If you want a 
really pure, unsophisticated ‘family pill,’ buy Bolus’ liver-en- 
couraging, kidney-persuading, silent perambulator—twenty- 
seven in a box. This pill is as mild as a pet lamb and as 
searching as a small tooth comb. It don’t go fooling about, 
but attends to the case it tackles, and is as certain as an alarm 
clock.” Everybody has heard, and everybody has laughed at 
the story of the old farmer who, driven nearly to desperation 
by the swarms of potato bugs which threatened to bring him 
to ruin, sent a dollar to an advertiser for a sure means of 
killing them, and received in due time two small blocks of 
wood with the injunction to put the bug on one and bring 
the other down on it with a bang. 

As the result of our-last year’s convention at Alton, I 
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thought i tuduld try a new method of advertising in the form 
of some “Rovelty for the children, and so as not to be both- 
ered with them all hours of the day, confine the time for dis- 
tribution to a certain afternoon. 

I wasn’t in St. Louis ten minutes after leaving Alton when 
my eye caught the very thing. It was a winner. The Louis- 
iana Purchase drum. The principal idea of the novelty was 
to make a noise. I at once ordered 1,000 with my advertise- 
ment to be printed on same. I made a window display of 
them and with it a prominent card stating, “these drums will 
be given to our little friends Friday afternoon from 4 to 6.” 
This attracted considerable attention. Well, the Friday came 
on schedule time and it happened to be raining, and so did 
the children come. The rain only aided their enthusiasm. 
There were at least 2,000 howling youngsters trying to get 
into my store, which at its best could not accommodate over 
200. My store was packed, coming in hoth front and rear 
door entrance, and the street blocked with children. My 
neighbors thought there was a riot on my corner. It was 
only after using force that two of my clerks got out into the 
street with the souvenirs and then it only took a short time 
to dispose of the drums. It certainly was an advertisement 
that I will never forget. My store looked as if a cyclone 
had struck it. Business was at a standstill. I made a vow 
then never to advertise a novelty again to be given away at a 
certain hour. I find, however, that children are an excellent 
medium for circulating advertising matter. I know they are 
often a nuisance, so are other things connected with busi- 
ness. We are after results and when you land on a method 
that pays, stick to it.

I Frinp the following editorial in a recent issue of 
the Dry Goods Economist, a trade paper issued for dry 
goods dealers: 


“It appears from the New York Herald that the post- 
master at Plainfield, Ill, who has four rural delivery routes 
under his charge, is making remarkably easy the purchase 
of supplies in the Chicago stores. A dweller along any of the 
routes calls up the Plainfield postoffice on the telephone and 
asks that a money order for a stated amount be sent him. 
The letter carrier delivers the order, collecting the amount, 
plus the usual fee. On his return to the postoffice the carrier 
mails the letter containing the order and within two days 
delivers the package of merchandise. In this way the con- 
sumer saves the time and trouble of going to the local stores, 
and the sale which should have gone to the nearby merchant 
is switched off to Chicago. That the local storekeeper has 
just ground to complain of this form of enterprise we do not 
believe. The postmosteér is in business, like every one else. 
He has just as much right to send a money order when called 
upon by telephone to do so as he has to supply it when the 
purchaser appears at the window.- The only remedy in the 
hands of the local retailer is to furnish better service than 
the Chicago department store. He has the same postal facili- 
ties and-some special advantages due to location. He could, 
for instance, make more prompt delivery. Why should not 
the country resident cal] up the storekeeper in Plainfield and 
give him the order, instead of incurring the trouble and delay 
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involved in sending it to Chicago? Is not the loss of this 
business by the local merchant attributable, to some extent 
at least, to lack of advertising and other energetic meas 
ures ?” 

This dry goods paper “does not believe that the 
local storekeeper has just ground to complain of this 
form of enterprise.” 


Well, I do. I think he should complain and com- 
plain energetically against action of a government 
official prejudicial to his commercial interests. 

Is a postmaster justified in doing all he can to send 
money out of town and in helping to tear down rather 
than upbuild the community in which he lives? 

Take another aspect of this question? Suppose Ed. 
Stubley of the Stubley Hardware Co. called up this 
postmaster on the telephone and asked the postmaster 
to send him over 50c worth of two-cent stamps. Would 
Stubley get them or would he get a grilling for his 
nerve that would give him locomotor ataxia? 

Again, why this activity in behalf of out-of-town 
money orders? An old witch will not vatiocinate 
until her palms have been crossed with silver, and 
some people do not act very strenuously in behalf of 
certain interests until they reach a “crossing.” 

I do not believe it is the place of a postmaster to 
send over 25 two-cent stamps when Ed. Stubley, the 
hardware merchant, telephones him that he is shy of 
stamps. 

Neither do I believe it is his place to send a money 
order to Farmer Sears-sucker when the latter tele- 
phones him for one. 


If he does one he is logically bound to do the other 
—but he should do neither.

THE missionary Huc, on his famous journey to the 
forbidden city of Lhasa in Tibet, encountered a large 
tree in the garden of a certain lamasery, every leaf of 
which bore indelibly impressed the sacred, ineffable 
name of Buddha. With a praiseworthy zeal for truth, 
Huc counted those leaves. There were 40,000 of 
them! Think of the toil this horticultural experiment 
entailed in order to thus honor Buddha, and at that 
only those who visited this lamasery could see this 
unique multiplication of the name of the “Light of 
Asia.”

pressed” on 40,000 “leaves” where it will do you some 
good, viz., you can have it done with great rapidity 
and at small expense by utilizing for a few issues the 
“leaves” of a certain trade paper.

A CERTAIN stove salesman once invited a prospective 
purchaser to visit the plant of his concern and sce 
what an extensive molding floor and modernized 
equipment they had. 

“No,” said the prospective purchaser, “I don’t care 
anything about seeing your fine equipment, but what 
I do want to see is some fine stoves that you have 
turned out.” 

Good cupolas, patterns and high-grade pig do not 
necessarily make fine stoves, any more than fine feath- 
ers make fine spring broilers. The man who orders 
fried chicken does not care anything about the color 
of the bird’s tail feathers or whether the breed is Plym- 
outh Rock or Leghorn. His interest lies solely in the 
white meat lying around the breast bone and its age, 
freshness and method of preparation. In like manner 
the purchaser of stoves who makes his living by re- 
tailing them is interested more in the appearance and 
construction of the stove, than in the methods by 
which it is produced. 

For this reason it is apparent that good work is the 
stove manufacturer’s best card. Almost any deaier 
can tell the difference between good and poor stoves, 
and all the claims that a stove salesman can 
make about superior facilities and long experience will 
prove of little weight if the cook or heater in which 
these claims are embodied is finished in a sloppy, unat- 
tractive manner, and is prodigal in the use of fuel and 
does not operate well. 


“Aim high,” advises the successful business man; 
but like the boy with his first gun, we often overshoot 
the mark and get nothing. Many a manufacturer re- 
lying on his ability and superior equipment, entirely 
overlooks the size of the ash pan, and the tastefulness 
of the nickel ornamentation which send the dealer to 
the arms of a rival manufacturer.

THE CANTON CLOTHES DRYER. 





The Canton Clothes Dryer & Mfg. Co., Canton, O., 
make a very complete line of clothes dryers, one of 
which is shown herewith. 

Their line includes anything from a five-rack dryer 
for residences to a twenty-rack insulated for institutes, 
heated by hot air, hot water, steam or gas. 

They claim a great many very good features for 
their product. It is very economical, as the same heat 
used in drying the clothes boils the water and heats 
the irons, consequently only five cents’ worth of fuel 
is required for an ordinary washing. 

The system used keeps the air constantly circulating 
through the dryer, which ventilates the articles in the 
process of drying. 

The dryer consists of a drying cabinet and a laun-

dry stove. The cabinet is manufactured of galvanized 
iron, with a reinforced wrought iron frame, and is 
very strong, rigid and durable. 

The sides are paneled, which gives it a very hand- 
some appearance. The wire screen, hanging rods and 
guides are of a non-corrosive galvanized metal which 
will not soil or injure the clothes. 

The laundry stove is especially constructed to heat 
the cabinet, boil water for the clothes and heat the 
irons. It is fitted with a reversible grate adapted to 
use hard or soft coal or wood. 

The heating and ventilating, combined with the sys- 
tem of controlling employed, renders it impossible to 
overheat or burn the articles in the process of drying 
and from experience it has been shown that the clothes 
are taken from the cabinet as white, clean and pure 
as if dried by the sun or wind, and as the dryers can 
be operated at any time under any weather conditions, 
the many little trials and discouragements incident to 
wash-day are overcome by its use. 

If the stove only is to be used, by opening a damper 
the heat may be conducted through the stove and 
chimney without entering the cabinet.

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STOVES FOR BURNING SOFT COAL. 








The successful burning of soft coal is a problem 
which has taxed. the minds of many, and one of the 
concerns which has met with the most success in con- 
structing stoves for the successful burning of soft coal 
and lignite is the Marion Stove Co., Marion, Ind. 

For a number of years they have placed on the mar- 
ket their Retort and Retort Oak, and it has. met with 
unqualified success. Every year this company has 
been compelled to enlarge their manufacturing facili- 
ties in order to cater to the increased demand for 
these stoves. One objection to this type of stove here- 
tofore has been that it has not been a thing of beauty, 
and after a long series of experiments, this enterpris- 
ing company has produced and are placing on the 
market this type of stove in as neat and ornamental a 
dress as one ever beheld. 

Their Marion Oak especially being an architectural 
beauty. This company has now ready for the market 
thirty-four styles and sizes of their Marion Oak,

STOVE PLATE SCRAP. 





W. G. Scott read a paper before the recent Indian- 
apolis convention of the American Foundrymen’s As- 
sociation on the subject of “Scrap Iron Specifica- 
tions,” in which he proposed to classify scrap iron as 
follows : 


(1) Light machinery scrap (gray iron). 

(2) Heavy machinery scrap (gray iron). 
(3) Stove plate scrap (gray iron). 

(4) Car wheel and chilled iron (gray iron). 
(5s) Cast borings. 

(6) Malleable iron scrap. 

(7) Steel scrap. 

(8) Wrought scrap. 

(9) Mixed scrap. 
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Under the sub-head of stove plate scrap he made the 
following remarks: 
AN EXCELLENT SOFT SCRAP. 


New stove plate is considered as an excellent soft scrap 
on account of the high silicon, graphite, and phosphorus con- 
tent. Old stove plate, containing burnt iron and an unlimited 
amount of rust, is objectionable, and many foundrymen will 
not use it at all. Old stoves and furnace castings which have 
been in use for years are generally pretty well “burnt” and 
consequently are high in sulphur and low in graphite. New 
stove plate is scarce and high in price, while old stove plate 
is cheap; therefore very little of the former article is tound 
in the scrap now on the market. No specifications calling 
for new stove plate scrap would be effective, as it is almost 
impossible to get such a grade. The only specification that 
we know of makes no such distinction, but deals with the 
ordinary mixed scrap in the following manner: 

SPECIFICATIONS FOR STOVE PLATE SCRAP. 

The scrap purchased under this specification is assumed 
to be a soft cast iron consisting mostly of broken parts of 
stoves and furnace castings. An admixture of light ma- 
chinery scrap is permissible, but parts of stoves from the fire 
box are objectionable, also pieces which are badly warped or 
burnt. On receipt of a shipment or load of stove plate scrap 
the material will be sorted and the “objectionable” material 
laid aside. The purchaser retains the right to reject such 
material, or to accept it at a reduced price, providing it may 
be made into grate bars, sash weight, etc. It is distinctly 
understood that this latter clause be optional with the pur- 
chasing agent. It will be seen from the above specification 
that there is a serious objection to burnt iron, yet there is 
a desire to keep such poor material providing the price is 
right, and we are inclined to think that all of the burnt iron 
is not made into sash weight. Taking the average run of 
stove plate scrap, including a small amount of fire box parts 
and other objectionable pieces, the material will generally 
analyze within the following limits:

DIFFERENCE IN COMPOSITION OF NEW AND OLD SHOE PLATE SCRAF. 

There is a wide variation in the above, but it must be 
remembered that there is a vast difference in the composition 
of new and old stove plate scrap; furthermore that one 
founder believes in high phosphorus and silicon, whereas an- 
other might think the desired fluidity could be obtained with 
a high carbon and silicon; both, however, adhere to the high 
silicon idea. High phosphoric iron is easily fusible, while 
high graphite iron is the reverse, consequently the latter mix- 
ture is now favored. The following analysis of new stove 
plate and the same material after two years’ usage illustrates 
the difference in composition: 

New Material. Old Material.

The piece in question was said to be part of the fire box 
and the claim is made that the great increase in sulphur was 
due to the absorption of sulphur from the coal; evidently, it 
must have been a poor grade of soft coal.

succeeding month. 


A CASE OF SURVIVAL OF THE FITTEST. 

Fred J. Cook, Fowlerville, Mich., writes: “The only 
hesitancy I have about expressing my views is that I do 
not like to give the catalogue houses any more cheap adver- 
tising. I think they have had plenty of this from the trade 
generally already. 

There has been a great deal of talk and various views 
expressed on.the subject of catalogue house competition and, 
naturally, like men, some have been good while others bad 
or indifferent. I would like to feel more positive of my 
remedy before I prescribe. I have read some able articles 
on this subject written by good business men of experience 
and I think well of their views as expressed and published in 
THe AMERICAN ARTISAN and other publications. I would 
reter particularly to the remedies as suggested in the paper 
read before the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Association at 
Atlanta by Mr. Simmons of the Simmons Hardware Co., St. 
Louis, Mo. I think the manufacturer, as quoted in the article, 
page 27, issue of June 11th in THe AMERICAN ARTISAN, de- 
cidediv overrates the value of catalogue house trade to him 
as compared with that of legitimate trade. 

I am very sure, even with the inroads the catalogue houses 
have been making into trade as distributors of merchandise 
to the consumers of same in this country in recent years that 
they do not at this time at the best market over 10 per cent 
of the merchandise consumed, and, in my opinion, this is 
more than they are entitled to because I believe that the sys- 
tem of merchandising is unfair and will work out no benefit 
to any person or persons except themselves. Granting that 
the catalogue houses now market 10 per cent this leaves still 
go per cent of the business of this country in the hands of the 
jobbers and retailers and that amount of merchandise that 
may be sold by the manufacturers direct to the retailers and, 
in a few instances only, so to speak, to the consumer. The 
jobber should be just as much interested in holding down or 
doing away, if possible with the catalogue house as the re- 
taiier, for as surely as the retailer loses the control of trade, 
the jobber will suffer proportionately. 

It is my intention and I am now bringing my business 
up to the system of short credits as there is nothing that 
has always held the retailers of this country down from 
every point of view in trade as the old slow coach of long 
credit. If the manufacturers, jobbers and retailers will only 
stand by each other and all do business practically upon a 
cash basis, the retailer making is most liberal terms 60 days’ 
eredit to people worthy of it and using every effort to get all 
the cash trade possible, the catalogue house competition or 
any other competition will not worry them or prevent their 
receiving a just reward for the capital and labor invested in 
the business which everyone is entitled to. 

In this matter, as in all others, it is going to be a sur- 
vival of the fittest. I am going along in the retail hardware 
trade doing my best under existing conditions and am willing 
to do my part to improve them.. If it proves that the people 
want to buy their goods through catalogue houses, I see no 
other way only to get after the trade in the same manner. 
The retailers and jobbers can never succeed in squelching the 
catalogue houses without the united and determined support 
of the manufacturers. Without this the retailers might as 
well give up. While if the maker, jobber and the natural 
distributer, the retailer, take a firm stand against them, there 
can be no other result than the success of the established or 
so-called legitimate trade, but, as before stated, it is a case 
of the survival of the fittest. The side that is the best organ- 





ized and puts up the best fight is going to win out and, at 
this time, I would not want to stake too much on the out- 
come.” 

JOBBERS INSIST ON A CERTAIN STANDARD QUALITY. 

A prominent Texas hardware dealer writes: I think the 
manufacturer you quote occupies the same position of the 
man who drinks to excess and tries to satisfy his conscience 
for thus doing by claiming he has become so addicted to the 
habit that he finds it impossible to resist. 

This manufacturer at heart is not interested in the jobber, 
and hits him some hard licks as a justification of his going 
to the catalogue house for business. In the first place; what 
kind of men run catalogue houses that they of all others 
should be the only people who do not “bicker, demand rebates 
or kick about broken packages ?” 

This very shot of his carries with it an impression of 
goods without merit, or a charge that is not true. I say goods 
without merit, for the reason that it is a known fact that cata- 
logue houses do not handle the very best classes of goods, take 
them as a whole. They handle lots of good goods, but worlds 
of inferior stuff. 

Any man with ordinary business intelligence knows that 
the jobbers as a whole are as honest as the catalogue or any 
other class of business men. If he kicks and complains, nine 
times in ten it is for a good and sufficient reason: I can not 
believe the catalogue house would fail to make his kicks and 
complaints if the cause was the same. 

My notion is, the goods demanded by jobbers as a whole 
must reach a standard for quality that the catalogue house 
would not demand, and in this way, the gentleman could 
justify his love for the catalogue house. Meritorious goods 
go with the retail dealer, and the jobber is brought so closely 
in touch with the consumer by reason of his trade with the 
retai‘er, he must of necessity handle goods that will bear the 
closest scrutiny. Retailers if you please, are brought face 
to face with the consumer, and must handle goods of real 
merit. 

Catalogue hovses can sell goods of a slightly inferior 
quality and do all right, simply because the consumer has 
paid his money and rather than have a big lot of correspond- 
ence with almost a sure thing of being outdone in the end, 
accepts it and there the matter drops. 

If his goods are not as claimed by the retailer, he knows 
his remedy and does not hesitate to demand it. The jobber 
learns of these things and must look out for such complaints. 
The manufacturer making such goods has to account for 
their shortcomings, the result is, if the goods are without 
merit, the jobber is guilty “‘of bickering, kicking, etc.” 

The talk about the terms and pay is all rot, for if he does 
not collect his bills promptly, the fault is his own. With 
banks galore, he has nothing to do but draw for all bills not 
met promptly at maturity. 

My notion the credit and paying qualities of the average 
jobber wi:l compare favorably with the average manufacturer. 

I feel sure the manufacturer quoted “over-rates the value 
of catalogue house trade, while under-rating that of legitimate 
trade,” and I also feel sure if you will investigate this mat- 
ter closely, the fault is either with the manufacturer, or his 
goods. 

I do not happen to have the papers read by Messrs. Sim- 
mons, Norvell and Bogardus, and if I have read them, I have 
forgotten it. For this reason, I can not answer this part of 
your letter. 

I think “a law killing fake advertising” would have a 
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wholesome effect, not only against catalogue houses, but 
against all kinds of fake methods of getting business. Just 
how such a law could be drawn to cover the case in my opin- 
ion would be the sticker. 

I believe as did Mr. Barnum, “the American people want 
to be humbugged,” and as long as this is the case, it is hard 
to get at this matter of fake advertising. Our farmers are 
never so happy as when they think they are getting a “regu- 
lar snap.” I will modify this by saying a great many of our 
farmers are this way. A great many do not cater to these fake 
methods, but prefer to deal with their home dealers on whom 
they can rely for the quality of their goods. 

I agree with a good part of the “Indiana retailer,” but do 
not take the position quite so strong. I think the jobber and 
retailer should both “stand by their guns” in making the fight. 
I fully endorse what he says “by adopting modern methods, 
preaching quality rather than price, “but do not go very far 
with him where he says “preaching local patriotism,” for pa- 
triotism is a poor thing to argue business on. 

A man buying goods wants results. Give him good goods, 
goods that will give him all he expected, convince him it is 
to his interest to buy only goods of real merit, and let the 
price go to the dogs. 

Whenever a man eomes to me with his catalogue quo- 
tations, I say to him, bring me your catalogue, show me the 
character of goods offered, figure the freights and I will 
duplicate the price, if not save him money, the only condition 
being that he pays me cash just as he does the catalogue 
house. 

My experience is the manufacturer with goods of known 
merit is not “tearing his shirt” to seil the catalogue house. 
On the contray, those manufacturers who do the greater part 
of this business have lines that will not meet the demands of 
the trade, with whom the jobber does business. 

When you change the nature of our American citizens 
you will stand a show to kill catalogue houses. Until then, 
the manufacturer of meritorious lines, jobber and retailer must 
stand together. There are plenty of manufacturers whose 
trade does not know the catalogue house. 


EVIL WILL BE MODIFIED. 


H. G. Cormick, Centralia, Ill., writes: “I was great- 
ly interested in the letters on the question of catalogue house 
competition which appeared in your issue of June 11th. I 
think the manufacturer whose remarks were reproduced was 
especially favored in his business and believe that the condi- 
tions he mentioned are not general. 

The different remedies suggested at the Atlanta conven- 
tion of the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Association will help 
conditions if put into practice, though I am of the opinion 
that the time for destroying the evil has passed. I have al- 
ways favored the passage of a law against fake advertising, 
although I do not think it will kill the competition of cata- 
logue houses. 

In regard to this being a jobber’s fight, would state that I 
certainly think it is the jobber who is vitally interested as a 
certain proportion of the retailers can live off of the pick- 
ups in their respective communities, while the jobber must 
have a large volume of business on which to exist. It is but 
the natural result of an ill advised policy on the part of the 
jobber, which buiit up the catalogue house in its infancy. To 
be frank, I have no sovereign remedies for catalogue house 
competition, but the many suggestions offered, the agitation 
now in progress and the education of the dealer in modern 
methods will produce a practice which will modify the evil.” 


GOODS SOLD TO CATALOGUE HOUSES LOSE IDENTITY. 


T. J. Lindley, Jeffersonville, Ind., writes: “I believe 
there is only one successful and congenial channel for the dis- 
tribution of hardware, that is, from the manufacturer to job- 
ber, retail dealer and consumer. 

If the manufacturer adopts the plan of selling direct to 
the retail dealer, he finds it very expensive, for he usuaily has 
only one line of goods to offer and his sales to any one dealer 
are not large. If he sells the retail dealer a large bill he over- 
stocks his customer, and he becomes dissatisfied with the 
house. 
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To sell his output or a large part of it, to a catalogue house 
or any one concern, means that his goods soon lose their iden- 
tity and value to the public, for the simple reason that his 
goods and their special features are lost sight of. 

If the manufacturer sells the catalogue house, the cata- 
logue house naturally sells the consumer at a very small mar- 
gin, therefore the retail dealer sees no profit on this line of 
goods being sold, and he consequently disposes of the goods 
he now has on hand, and the jobber soon finds orders for the 
above line of goods very limited, therefore the jobber and 
retail dealer drop this line, as they find it unprofitable. 

The manufacturer now finds that he has only one chan- 
nel to dispose of his goods, that is the catalogue house. 

The retail hardware people do not as a rule favor boy- 
cott, at the same time do not favor selling goods, unless they 
make reasonabie profits. 

I am of the opinion that the small manufacturers, making 
a special line, would find it very profitable for a few years 
to sell their entire output to the catalogue house, as their cost 
of selling would be reduced to the minimum. 

There are many standard lines of hardware at the present 
that the retail hardware dealers are considering. Is it best 
to handle them or take up a line of goods they feel would be 
better protected and therefore realize larger profits? 

A solution for the above is for the National Hardware 
Association to decide what lines they can handle at a profit 
and let the National Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association 
adopt the same plan, and on this basis you will find new 
goods will be introduced, which, by continuous advertising 
and talking, will prove a benefit to both jobber and dealer. 

I have read the addresses of the hardware dealers at the 
Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Association and candidly believe 
they do not realize the inroad the catalogue houses are mak- 
ing in their trade. 

The jobbers are the heaviest losers, for their loss is gen- 
eral, coming through many avenues and channeis and winding 
up with one large volume, while the retailers have a small 
expense with a large and varied stock, branching out in all 
directions with opportunity to make a large showing. I firm- 
ly believe the jobber has more at stake than the retail dealer. 

As to the Missouri law killing fake advertisements, this is 
commendable, but who is sending out fake advertisements? 

You must grant equal rights to all and special privileges 
to none. 

The parcels post law I consider would be a rape on the 
general trade of our great and grand country, and it should 
not be countenanced and considered by our senators and con- 
gressmen. It should be condemned by every good citizen. 

To handle all the mail and freight would demand depots 
of immense proportions, covermg acres to take care of it, re- 
ducing the civilian to the minimum and the government em- 
ployes to the maximum. 

While in one respect it would benefit the farmer, it would 
completely destroy their local markets, drawing everything 
to one center, and their loss would be greater than their 
gain.” 

JOBBER AND RETAILER HAVE EQUAL RESPONSIBILITY. 


A leading Arkansas retailer writes: “I think the article 
by the manufacturer on catalogue house competition in your 
June 11th issue, was considerably overdrawn. The talks of 
Messrs. Sitnmons, Norvell and Bogardus were good and to 
the point, and if they will help to carry them through and the 
rest of the jobbers and the manufacturers will do their part 
with the retailer to help we will prevail. I am glad that some 
of them have come to the conclusion they have. I believe 
that a good strong law well enforced as to fake advertising 
would cut off the business of some firms that do not regard 
the truth when it comes to writing an ad for anything that 
they have for sale. 

I do not think that the jobber has any more at stake than 
the retailer, but he has an equal share of the responsibility 
with the retailer. 

ARE NOT TROUBLED BY CATALOGUE HOUSES.

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HOW ONE DEALER MEETS CATALOGUE HOUSE 
COMPETITION. 





An Illinois dealer, while visiting THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN Office recently, spoke as follows on the ques- 
tion of catalogue house competition. “This question is 
largely a matter of advertising. The catalogue house 
gets one or two articles very cheaply and flashes the 
price in large type giving the impression they sell 
everything else as cheaply. The way for the dealer to 
meet this is to look out for bargains and “sass back.” 
To illustrate this point I would state that I just came 
from Lyon Bros., Market, Madison and Monroe Sts., 
Chicago, who sell at wholesale to the retail trade only. 
While there I was attracted by the price they made on 
Christy pattern bread sets to retailers—a special price, 
of course, and although I am well stocked up on cut- 
lery I laid in a stock of goods described in their cir- 
cular as follows: 

“Permits housewives to cut hot or cold bread without 
tearing or jagging the loaf. Blades are made of special re- 
fined polished and tempered steel, with self-clamped nickel- 
plated steel handles, each knife ground with curved razor 
edge. These knives are expressly made for the purpose and 
are now commanding attention of all buyers. Each set con- 
sists of one bread knife, size of blade 14x10 inches; cake 
knife, size of blade 7%x8 inches; kitchen knife, 44x3% inches. 
Each set put up in a neat descriptive box. Dozen sets, $1.10.” 

Why did I do this when I have all the cutlery on 
hand I want? Simply because in one of the cata- 
logues issued by the Chicago supply houses appears 
this announcement : 

“Christy pattern knife sets, made of the best cold rolled 
nickel steel will give satisfaction, handles firmly swaged to 
the blade and will never come loose; set consists of bread, 
cake and paring knife; per set of three knives, 24 cents.”

People on seeing these two knife sets side by 
side will say, ‘Why Jones sells Christy knife sets, fine 
looking sets, for 12c,’ and they will go home and look 
in their catalogue and see that the very cheapest

knife set. While, as I said, my direct profit is only 
respectable my indirect profit is nice and juicy, as it is 
a fine come back at the catalogue house people for their 
braggadcchio.”

SUNSHINE ALUMYNOID WASHER. 


The accompanying cuts show the Sunshine Alumy- 
noid washing machine, manufactured by the Quincy 
Washing Machine Co., Quincy, III. 

Fig. 1 shows the white porcelain enameled iron

dasher, white enameled cover and detached fly wheel, 
faucet for draining off the water and gasolene burner. 
Fig. 2 represents the machine ready for use. The

body of the washer is made of a special metal styled 
Alumynoid, which is a happy alloy of aluminum, tin 
and spelter. This metal is not coated or plated. The 
bottom of this washer is stamped of one piece of Alu- 
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mynoid metal. This machine is higher in the center 
and has rounded edge. It is provided with a drain 
channel, te which a faucet with 74-inch opening is at- 
tached for drawing off the water. The dasher or pin 
wheel is made of one piece of iron and triple coated 
with white porcelain enamel. The gasolene burner, 
which is detachable, is, it is claimed, of  suf- 
ficient capacity to heat 20 gallons of cold 
water to the boiling point in 20 minutes. It 
is also made in a form for burning manufac- 
tured or natural gas. The special features of this ma- 
chine are enumerated as follows by this firm: “Greater 
inside capacity than wooden machines, because the 
machine is made of metal, saving the space taken up 
by the thickness of the sides of the wooden washers; 
the balance wheel is fitted to the body of the machire, 
and does not have to be lifted when raising the cover ; 
all the gearing is inclosed, eliminating the danger of in- 
jury to the operator; a faucet for draining the ma- 
chine instead of using wooden plugs, and ability to 
boil the clothes in the machine while it is being oper- 


ated.” 
TEESE 
DEATH OF ANDREW J. PHILLIPS. 


The trade will learn with deep regret of the death 
of Andrew J. Phiilips, a manufacturer of window 
screens and other hardware specialties, which took 
place on June 14th, after a lingering illness. Mr. 
Phillips was born at Hartland, Mich., October 9, 1837. 
and at the age of 20 accepted a position with a manu- 
facturer of wood pumps. In 1862 he removed to Mil- 
ford, where he engaged in the foundry business, but 
soon gave this up to resume the manufacture of 
pumps, which he continued until his removal to Fen- 
ton in 1869. He was in partnership with his brother 
for two years, and they enlarged the business to in- 
clude the manufacture of well curbs, milk safes and 
general wood work. In 1879 he invented the bent 
blade snow shovel, and in 1881 he commenced making 
an extension window screen invented by Judson B.

Judson B. Phillips was admitted to the firm in 1890, 
and the present stock company of A. J. Phillips Com- 
pany was formed in 1894 with W. B. Phillips as presi-

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DEATH OF C. S, MERSICK. 





Charles Smith Mersick of C. S. Mersick & Co., New 
Haven, Conn., died at his residence in that city on 
June 24th from heart disease. He was in the 63d 
year of his age. Mr. Mersick was born in New York, 
December 18, 1840. His first connection with the 
hardware business was with the old firm of English 
& Atwater, New Haven. He then went into business 
with Nelson Hotchkiss, under the firm name of Hotch- 
kiss & Mersick.

WEIR FURNACES.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

The first half of 1904 has ended with a restrictive 
tendency in the pig iron output which will go far to- 
ward restoring prices to a more satisfactory basis. 
There is a decided movement on the part of furnaces to 
prevent accumulation of stock. Moreover, there is an 
involuntary tendency in this direction resulting from 
the numerous !abor disagreements. This is particu- 
larly true of such interests as the sheet and tin-plate 
and bar mills. A permanent agreement with its em- 
ployes was made by the American Sheet & Tinplate 
Co. Wages were reduced on a basis of 18 per cent 
from last year’s. This leaves wages as they have been 
since the special April conference. Other mills have 
not been so fortunate, however. There is a possibility 
of enforced idleness in the near future. The ma- 
chinists’ strike in this city is well nigh broken at the 
present writing. Most of the shops are in operation at 
full time. 

The pig iron situation is practically unchanged. A 
better feeling has materialized, however, and the crisis 
seems to have passed. There is a heavier tendency to 
buy, and a slighter one to sell at the present schedule. 
Furnaces are holding off to some extent. Contracts 
for future delivery at the present scale are not consid- 
ered good investments by most sellers. As a conse- 
quence a slight rise in the prise schedule of Southern 
irons has developed. Northern irons are very firm. 
Inquiries for all grades have been numerous. These 
are regarded generally as feelers put out to sound the 
market. Stocks in foundries are getting low and buy- 
ers seem anxious to lay in a season’s supply at the 
present schedule. The International Harvester Co. 
is reported on the market for about 25,000 tons of pig 
iron. So far they have been unable to place the order, 
indicating that the present scale of prices is pretty 
firm. Furnaces are quite willing to extend deliveries 
on present schedule orders to the next ninety days 
but not a week longer. 


CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 


The first half of the present year has brought good 
cause for congratulation. Compared with other na- 
ticnal-election years it has been a banner year. Com- 
pared with last year it shows no inferiority. Most 
dealers, however pessimistic they may feel, will find 
on adding both sides of the ledger that the present 
half-year’s sales were fully as plentiful and profitable 
as those of the corresponding period last year. Though 
the downward tendency is marked and steady, some 
manufacturers have found it desirable to raise their 
schedule. A sharp advance is to be noted in agricul- 
tural wrenches. The discount allowed on Girard’s 
and P. S. & W. agricultural wrenches is 75 and 10 
per cent. Hammers have advanced Io per cent; ham- 
mers and hatchets, 5 per cent; double-pointed tacks, 
from 10 to 15 per cent. On the other hand, door 
knobs have declined about 1oc per doz. We quote as 


follows to retailers: Mineral, 70c per doz. ; porcelain, 
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8oc per doz.; jet, 80c per doz. Sash weights are $1 per 
ton lower—$20.00 per ton, f. 0. b. Chicago. 


IRON AND STEEL BARS. 

Che local implement concern is shading the associa- 
tion price $2 per ton, for steel bars. Some new busi- 
ness in this line has been drawn out by this means. 
Che trade has lost interest in iron bars. Prices are 
not firm, and any heavy order would probably bring 
forth better rates than those quoted below. Specifica- 
tions continue active. Hoops are quiet; small angles 
more so than for the past few weeks. 

We quote as follows: Bar iron, 1.30c to 1.35¢, base, 
half extras; soft steel bars, 1.40c to 1.51M%c, half ex- 
tras; soft steel angles, less than 3x3, 1.61%4c; hoops, 
1.71%c. On lots from store, we quote: Iron bars, 
1.75c base, full extras; steel bars, 1.70c to 1.80c, base, 
half extras; hoops, 2c to 2.10c rates, full extras. 


SHEETS. 

The demand for both black and galvanized sheets 
has improved considerably. The threatened shut-down 
of mills for repairs has brought forth a large conflux 
of orders. Nevertheless, prices continue very irregu- 
lar. Some buyers are getting $2 a ton better than the 
$2.20 Pittsburgh scale for No. 28. 

We have revised our prices, and quote as follows:
